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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The present Office action is made in response to the Appeal Brief filed by 
applicant on 1 1/04/2004. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 3-4, 6 and 8-16 are allowed over the cited art. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The double confocal scanning microscope as recited in the present claim 1 is 
patentable with respect to the cited at, in particular, the U.S. Patent No. 
5,760,951 issued to Dixon et al and the Germany reference No. 199 14 049 by 
the limitations related to the optical element disposed in the illuminating beam 
path or the detection beam path for varying the amplitude, phase or polarization 
of the light and thereby to modify a shape of the unmodified illumination point 
spread function of the light in the illuminating beam path to produce a modified 
illumination point spread function or of the unmodified detection point spread 
function in the detection beam path to produce a modified detection point spread 
function wherein secondary maxima of modified and unmodified point spread 
functions are located at different axial locations causing reduction of intensity of 
secondary maxima of an overall point spread function produced by the modified 
illumination point spread function and/or modified detection point spread function. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
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accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
